Ihe land which is now rapidly selling 
to farm settlers swarmed with' ante- 
lope. Now only a few hundreds are 
left of the hosts.

, The antelope of the United States 
have shared.the fate of those of Can- 
ada. Kxcept for n few fugitive bands 
In desert wastes all .the wild antelope 
have disappeared.
